Sabbath-school Lesson. 


For Sunday, August 18th, 1878 — 
Luke vii: 11-17. 
The Widow of Nain. 


NOTES ON THE LESSON, 


(V. 11) The day after—After the 
healing of the centurion’s servant. Nain 
—Signifying “‘ the beautiful ”—a village 
about twenty-five miles from Caperna- 
um. It lay on the northwest slope of 
Little Hermon, where the mountain 
melts down into the plain of Esdraelon. 
Over against it, on the opposite side of 
the vale, was Endor, also famed in Bi- 
ble story. “ Nestling picturesquely on 
the hill-slopes of the graceful moun- 
tain, and full in view of Tabor and the 
heights of Zebulon, it justifies the flat- 
tering title— Nain, the beautiful.” The 
question arises, How did our Savior 
make the journey from Capernaum in 
so short a time? On this point Farrar 
(Life of Christ, Vol. I, p. 285) has the 
following remark: “Starting, as Ori- 
entals always do, early in the cool morn- 
ing hours, Jesus, in all probability, sail- 
ed to the southern end of the lake, and 
then passed down the Jordan valley, to 
the spot where the wadies [canyons, we 
would say | of the Esdraelon slope down 
to it, from which point, leaving Mpunt 
Tabor on the right hand, and Endor on 
the left, he might easily have arrived at 
the little village soon after noon.” 
Much people— At this period of his 
ministry he was usually accompanied, 
not only by his disciples, but by a great 
concourse of people, often an eager, ex- 
cited and expectant crowd. This mira- 
cle, therefore, had plenty of witnesses. 


(V. 12) Gate of the city—The word 
here rendered “ city”? meant the town 
as opposed to the open country, and ap- 
plies to towns and villages of any size. 
This was a small village. The word 
‘‘ gate” would seem to imply that it was 
a walled or fortified town. There may 
have been a gate at the entrance, how- 
ever, even though there was no wall, as 
may be seen in Eastern towns to this 
day. Carried out — Jewish burying 
grounds were always outside the cities 
and towhs. The dead were not taken 
in @ carriage or hearse, as with us, but 
borne by men, on a litter, or hand bar- 
row. Much people — The people of 
Nain, who seem to have deeply sympa- 
thized with the bereaved widow. 

(V. 13) Had compassion on her— 
“The sight of this sorrow appealed ir- 
resistibly to the Savior’s loving and 
gentle heart.” (Farrar.) Weep not— 
He seeks to allay the stricken mother’s 
grief. What simplicity, and yet what 
pathos ! | 

(V. 14) Touched—To signify to the 
bearers that he wished them tostop. A 
Pharisee would have considered himself 
defiled by the touch ; but our Lord well 
knew that defilement is of the heart, 
and not from without. The bier—The 
wooden frame, perhaps, of wicker-work, 
like a basket or cradle. It was not a 
coffin, for the Jews did not bury in that 
way; but an open bier, on which the 
corpse lay. And he said—Without oth- 
er means, or appeal to. other power than 
his own, he who in the beginning said, 


* Let there be light,” and there was 


light, now says to the dead, “ Arise,” 
and is obeyed. ‘“ This,” says Alford, 
“ig one of the three greatest recorded 
miracles of our Lord; of which it has 
been observed, that he raised one (Jai- 
rus’ daughter) when just dead, one on 
the way to burial, and one (Lazarus) 
who hud been buried four days. * * 
All three raisings from the dead are 
wrought with words of power: ‘ Dam- 
sel, arise!’ ‘Young man, arise!’ ‘ Laz. 
arus, come forth!’’? And Euthymius, a 
learned Greek of the twelfth century, 
has this acute remark: ‘ Of old time, 
indeed, the prophet Elijah raised again 
the son of the widow of Sarepta; but 
by humbling himself before God, and 
supplication to him (1 Kings xvii: 20, 
21). So also the prophet Elisha raised 
the son of the Shunamite woman ; but 
only after having stretched himself out 
upon his body (2 Kingsiv : 34). Peter, 
likewise, raised Tabitha to life again; 
but he did this by falth in Christ and 
prayer unto him (Acts ix: 40). But 
Jesus, only touching and commanding, 
at once raised the dead person.” This 
fact puts a wide difference between him 
and those men who acted merely by 
power derived from him, and undenia- 
bly proves him to be God as well as 
man. 

(V.15) Sat up and began to speak— 
This puts it beyond doubt that the 
young man was really restored. The 
vain hope was once indulged, that by 
means of electricity from a galvanic 
battery, life might be restored to the 
dead; and certain convulsive move- 
ments of the muscles, of the most start- 
ling kind, have been produced. But in 
no instance of the kind has any one 
ever yet “sat up and began to speak.” 
It is remarkable that we have no record, 
or even tradition, of any thing that was 
ever thought, said or done by any of 
those who were miraculously raised from 
the dead. Their experience and knowl- 
edge, for some good reason, no doubt, 
have been entirely withheld from us. 

(V. 16) Fear—The natural effect of 
a dead man being raised to life again. 
They were overawed by this direct in- 
terposition of divine powers A great 
prophet—It was only the greatest of the 
old prophets, Elijah and Elisha, that 
had raised the dead. Now, after nearly 
900 years had passed away, they had 
another as great. Peehaps there is a 
reference to the Messiah, as\the prophet 
predicted by Moses (Deut. Rviii: 15). 
God hath visited—The word here ren- 
dered “ visited”? means, first, to look 
upon in order to know the state of any 
one ; then, to -visit for the purpose of 
aiding those who need. This last is the 
sense here. God looked upon the world ; 
he saw it miserable and helpless; he 
came to relieve it, and bring salvation.

A LIGHT IN THE WINDOW. 

Off the coast of one of the Orkney 


‘Islands, and right opposite the harbor, 


stood a lonely rock, against which, in 
stormy nights, the boats of returning 
fishermen often struck and were lost, 
Fifty years ago there lived on this is- 
land a young girl in a cottage with her 
father ; and they loved each other very 
tenderly. One stormy night the father 
was away on the sea in his fishermen’s 


boat, and though his daughter watched 


for him in much fear and trouble, he 
did not come home. Sad to tell, in the 
morning his dead body was found wash- 
ed upon the beach. His boat, as he 
sought the harbor, had struck against 
the “Lonely Rock’ and had gone 
down. 

In her deep sorrow, this fisherman’s 
daughter did not thiuk of herself alone. 
She was scarcely more than a child, 
humble, poor, and weak ; but she said 
in her heart that, while she lived, no 
more boats should be lost off the 
“Lonely Rock,” if a light shining 
through her window would guide them 
safely into harbor. And so, after watch- 
ing by the body of her father, according 
to the custom of her people, until it was 
buried, she lay down and slept through 
the day ; but when night fell, she arose, 
lighted a candle, and placed it in the 
window of her cottage, so that it might 
be seen by any fishermen coming in 
from the sea, and guide them safely in- 
to harbor. She sat by the candle all 
night, and trimmed it, and spun; but 
when the day dawned she went to bed 
and slept. | 

As many hanks as she had spun before 
for her daily bread she spun still, and 
one over, to buy her nightly candle; 
and from that time to this, for fifty 
years, through youth, maturity, and old 
age, she has turned night into day, and 
in the snow-storms of winter, through 
driving mists, deceptive moonlight, and 
solemn darkness, that northern harbor 
has never once been without the light 
of her candle. 


How many lives she saved by this can- 


dle, and how many meals she won by it 
for the starving families of the boat- 
men, it is impossible to say. How many 
dark nights the fishermen, depending on 
it, have gone forth, cannot now be told. 
There it stood, regular as a light-honse, 
steadily as constant care could make it. 
Always brighter when daylight waned, 
the fishermen had only to keep it con- 
stantly ia view and they were safe; 
there was but one thing to intercept it, 
and that was the rock. However far 
they might have gone out to sea, they 
had only to bear down for that lighted 
window, and fhey were sure of a safe 
entrance to the harbor. | 
But what do the boatmen and boat- 
men’s wives think of it? Do they pay 
the poor woman? No; they are very 
poor; but poor or rich, they know bet- 
ter than that. Do they thank her? No. 
Perhaps they think that thanks of theirs 
would be inadequate to express their 
gratitude; or perhaps long years have 
made the lighted casement so familiar, 


that they look upon it asa matter of 


course, and forget for the time the pa- 
tient watcher within.—[Jean Ingelow.

‘The year of study for 1878-9, in the 
Pacific Theological Seminary, in Oak. 
land, will begin the 27th of August, 
1878. It is hoped that all who intend 
to begin the regular course of study 
will be present at "the opening of sthe 
year, and. ready to apply themselves, 
vigorously and at once, to all their sa- 
cred duties. 


- "The Golden Gate Academy, in Oak- 
lend, opened its new year of study last 
sweek under fine auspices, and with the 
promise of happy and successful work. 
A good gymnasium, an ample esplanade 
for a limited amount of military drill, 
@ roomy croquet plot and large grounds, 
furaish the means for physical culture. 
A resident teacher, of large experience, 
svill make vocal culture in reading and 
‘speaking a specialty. In all depart- 
ments the instruction will be of the best 
character. It is intended to be.a school 
of the purest and finest morals and dis- 
cipline. The accommodations are ex- 
cellent. Nomore beautiful or healtb- 
ful situation can be found in the ‘world. 


- The visits and examinations of parents 


and guardians are respectfully solicited. 


It may be that our city and state au- 
athorities have been unwise in treating 
«the Chinese Embassy with such neglect. 
Whatever our views on the Chinese 
sguestion as raised in this state may be, 
we should remember that the Embassy 
represents an old and strong govern- 
ment, likely to get stronger every 
year. The nation is numerically, if 
mot in square miles, the largest, or next 
the largest, on the globe; and our 
people may yet greatly desire both its 
trade and its friendship. At all events, 
we should treat well-educated and well- 
mannered men of every clime with 
(bristian kindness and great courtesy. 
It is ourselves we injure more than we 
wrong them, when we ignore their pres- 
nce and put a slight on their power. 


Some cireles in our city were some- 
what moved at the close of last week 
by a telegram announcing the death, in 
his native Germany, of Michael Reese, 
one of the Hebrew millionaires of the 
city, and the largest single holder of 
real estate within our limits. He was 
an unmarried man; and it is reported 
that he has given large sums to educa- 
tional and charitable institutions in his 
will. The bulk of his property, how- 
ever, is likely to go to his married sis- 
ters and their numerous children. He 
was a man penurious and exacting in 
his dealings. He was also exact and 
honest in bis trausactions with others; 
and his word was as good as his bond. 
He was a large, heavy, healthy man; 
aud his sudden death at the age of 61 
surprises his friends. We had no per- 


‘sonal acquaintance with him, and know 


but little of his character on its moral 
and religious side. We have been some- 
how led to the conclusion, however, that 
this side was not conspicuously bright. 


-In the absence of the leading agita- 
ior, the sand-lot gatherings are not spe- 
cially large or enthusiastic. The num- 
ver of idle men is smaller than it was. 


If there were more who really wanted 


to work, the number might be still far- 
ther diminished. As the novelty and 
the excitement of the agitation wear off, 
-and men come down to its bare bones, 
many of itscharms are gone. It costs 
wtime and money to agitate, and the per. 
sons are few who are willing to contrib- 
mate for the keeping up of the agitation, 
as a social, financial, and _ political 
movement. Either some of the Chinese 
shave gone, or the number of them is over- 
estimated, as it is now said there are 
mot over 85,000 on this continent, about 
two-thirds of whom are in our common- 
«wealth.

co-operate so long as they do not come 
together, If Greek should personally 
meet Greek very often there would be 
trouble. Eachisan arbitrary dictator. 
If they get into conflict somebody’s eye 
will be put out of latitude, and other 
damage may be done. The eastern pa- 
pers are wondering how Kearney came 
to wield the influence he formerly had 
in this city. The most of them have no 
thought that he will have much power 
in thatsection. They doubt whether he 
is the honest and pure patriot he fancies 
himself to be. They do not suppose 
anything very great can revolve about 
a center so small. 


Whatever may be true, politically, of 
the protectorate of England over Tur- 
key, from a religious point of view 
nothing could be more timely or fortu- 
nate. It must be regarded as a divine 
ordering of affairs in the interest of 
Christian missions. Under no other 
European auspices could the Turkish 
Empire bave come half so favorable to 
the preaching of the Gospel. Under 
Russia, in particular, the work bf mis- 
sionaries would have been much em- 
barrassed, if not greatly restricted and 
hindered. To find English interests 
dominant in Palestine will seem very 
strange, and agreeable, too, after the 
long rivalry of Russia and France to 
overreach each other the control of such 
matters as the Turkish Government had 
but a slight interest in. In due time it 
may be hoped that the Bedouin, and 


be the terror of travelers and of the in- 
habitants of the border. We may now 
look for the preparing of the ‘“high- 
way of the kings of the East.” 


Lord Beaconsfield has had his ovation 
in England, and all the Tory party are 
making the most of him, and of his 
achievements at the Berlin Congress and 
in the field of diplomacy. Yet he is 
not wholly at ease, His policy is sharp- 
ly criticised, and some of the ablest men 
in Parliament are saying severe things 
of him, and accuse him of constituting 
himself a dictator and changing all the 
customs of the realm by making treaties 
and ordering armies without the consent 
of the Queen and Parliament being first 
obtained. These are serious and true 
charges, and can be met only by the plea 
of necessity, and that the end will justify 
the means. For the time, it is 
likely that Beaconsfield will carry ma- 
jorities with bim, since he has done so 
much to gratify the pride of the Eng- 
lish people. In the months to come, 
when it is seen how all the new arrange- 
ments work, there may be a reaction in 
the public mind, and a verdict of “ in- 


sanity? may be given against the Pre- 
mhier. 


Aid from the Churches, 


So many things have been said of 
late in opposition to Education Socie-. 
ties, that it may be well to notice some 
of the considerations in their favor. The 
following remarks relate only to those 
who are in needy Circumstances, and 
who are preparing themselves for the 
gospel ministry. Students of this class 
should, as we believe, be afforded, and 
should receive, aid from the churches in 
their preparation for their profession. 

1. A mutual congeniality and kind- 
ness of feeling between the churches 
and their candidates for the pulpit re- 
quire it. The young men have given 
themselves to the work of edifying the 
body of Christ, of aiding to bringing 
the members of the church to the full- 
ness of a Christian stature. They are 
recognized as persons who will probably 
be able to render valuable service in 
this way. Itis becoming that mutual 
friendship and co-operation characterize 
their intercourse from the first. It is 
not becoming that those thus related to 
the church should be pinched with pov- 
erty, be starved in body and mind for 
the want of bread and books, should 
shiver with cold for the want of fuel 
and clothing. The churches can easily 
meet all the requirements of students 
of this class. Our three thousand 
churches by giving ten dollars each per 
annum can raise an educational fund of 
thirty thousand dollars. If they call 
young men into the ministry by re- 
proaching them for not entering it rath- 
er than attracting them to it, and then 
play the step-mother te those who hear 
the call: if they reproach, and sneer at, 
and apply coarse and unkind epithets 
to those who are to become their leaders 
at a future day, they must expect the 
ministry to treat them with suspicion 
and reserve, to make merchandise of 
their pulpits and to fleece the flock. By 


| to the governorship of that state. It 
may be so; and these noted persons may 
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do this ; but how many churches are 
there that as a whole-) would have 
a right to complain of it? 

2. The health of,the students requires 
aid from the churches. The demands 
of our educational institutions upon the 
time and energy of the students are 
great; they draw upon the nervous fore- 
es of the young man day after day and 
week after week, till at the close of a 
term or year, the vitality of most stu- 
dents is pretty well exhausted. They 
impose upon young men all the labor 
they can possibly perform, if they do 
not actually secure its performance. If 
in addition to this tax upon one’s 
strength, he is compelled to work in or- 
der to pay his board bills, or is anxious 
about debts which are accumulating 
here and there, or is compelled to board 
himself and live on dry and unpglata- 
ble food, it is clear the draft is. greater 
‘than ordinary constitutions can bear. 
Students become enfeebled, and enter 
the ministry already invalids. This is 
wholly unnecessary. Students at colleg- 
ges and seminaries might ordinarily en- 
joy the best of health ; there is some- 
thing wrong when they do not. That 
those who are preparing for the minis- 
try do not, is generally due to the fact 
that they suffer from financial pressure 
and consequent excess of labor. The 
evil effects of feebleness among youag 
ministers is felt among the churches, as 
well as among the ministers themselves. 
It would have been cheaper for the 
church to help its pastor when he was 
straitened than it is to pay his salary 
and send him to Europe, or to pay his 
salary and excuse him from one-half of 
his work. 

8. Intellectual culture demands that 
candidates for the ministry receive aid 
in their education. Intellectual attain- 
ments are only secured by scholarly hab- 
its. One habit indespensible to schol- 
arship is that of giving successive hours 
—three, four, five, eight, not less than 
eight—in a day, to patient application 
to books. The student must learn to 
occupy his time actively, vigorously, 
with delight to himself in this patient 
method of study, or he cannot be a 
scholar. The minister of the gospel, or 
a candidate for the ministry, when he 
has spent a year in this way, finds that 
it opens to him the need, at least the de- 
sirableness, of spending two more in 
the same way. If the student’s mind 
is intent upon a few dollars to meet bills, 
if he is obliged to give his best strength 
to night-schools, or to preparing a ser- 
mon for a parish, or in writing hither 
and thither to find a place to earn mon- 
ey in vacation, he cannot command his 
thoughts forghis work ; his mind wan- 
ders, though his wooks. may lie before 
him. All the attention that the young 
man gives to his money affairs he sub- 
tracts from his intellectual work. There 
is no cheating nature. We cannot do 
more than we can. If we attend to 
business, we cannot at the same time 
attend to theology. Of all foolish and 
disadvantageous methods of work, it 
seems to me, that attending to business 
under a load of theological duties de- 
serves the first place. It sacrifices both 
profits and acquirements. 

It is sometimes said of this or that 
one ; He can keep up with his class and 
support himself by teaching or singing 
or sawing wood, This is a peculiarly 
American view of scholarship. Keeping 
up with a class has not much to do 
with scholarship. Knewledge is an 
absolute thing. For the ablest scholar 
of a class simply to keep up with it has 
often kept an entire class very near the 
The feeling has been’ 
very common among parents and pupils 
that all the outside work that could be 
gotten from students is clear gain—so 
much addition to the wealth of the 
world ; but it is all paid for in poor 
scholarship and poor bealth, and paid 
for at ruinous prices. The churches get 
in their minister only what they allow 
him to acquire. If he comes to them 
with diminished physical strength, they 
are, ordinarily, responsible ; if he comes 
uninformed, it is because he has not had 
opportunily to bring his mind under 
proper influences ; if he comes to them 
a scheming, calculating, managing mem- 
ber of the church—not a pastor of the 
flock—it is because he brings the edu- 
cation they have given him. Still, it 
has been often said, and, I suppose, will | 
continue to be said, that those who help 
themselves through college, who depend 
upon their own energies, are the per- 
sons who succeed best in any occupation 
of life. This is a statement so often 
made that it deservesa moment’s no- 
tice. 

The statement is not true, if we count 
among those who depend upon their own 
energies all those who attempt to ob- 
tain an education, and fail, because of 
poverty and consequent discouragement, 
Those who have vigorous physical health 
strength of ‘intellect and great persever-

Reminiscences of the Holy Land.

' The Sea of Galilee. 
Two of the Sunday-school Lessons 
for the current month relate to scenes 
upon this inland lake or sea. 


In the late spring-time on a bright, 
warm morning, we left Nazareth and 
passed undef the shadow of Mt. Tabor, 
along a beautiful region, and came in a 
few hours to the hill-tops overlooking 
the Sea of Galilee. We lingered on the 
slopes overlooking the lake, admiring 
the still fruitful grain-fields, where once 
the “sower going forth to sow’ far- 
nished our Lord a text for a parable ; 
gathering and pressing the later flowers 
of spring, and picturing to our mind the 
scene when the multitudes thronged 
about Peter’s boat to hear the words of 
Jesus as he sat within and taught, and 
other such scenes as the walking of 
Christ upon the water, and the miracu- 
lous draught of fishes. 

Close to the water’s edge, over five 
hundred feet below the level of the 
Mediterranean, ‘lies the miserable vil- 
lage of Tiberias. Within the shadow 
of the ruined palace of Herod our 
dragoman had ready for us Our tents, 
our beds, and in due time our dinner. 
As the evening drew on, we entered our 
dining tent and sat down. We had 
scarcely finished our soup when our 
dragoman came in with baste to inform 
us that the Governor of Tiberias, an 
Arab formerly of Damascus, had come 
to pay us a visit of respect. He was 
accompanied by the Mufti, or Moham- 
medan high-priest, some military offi- 
cer, and his secretary. We afterwards 
learned that our dragoman had inti- 
mated to the pasha that we were suffi- 
ciently distinguished in our own country 
to make it worth his while to pay us 
sume attention. 

We at once prepared to receive the

oleander. Here too we found the holly- 
hoek, and sweet-pea, and poe) 
and fennel. 

We visited the deserted regions 
of Chorazin, and Bethsaida, and Cap- 
ernaum, whose “ woes” have come upon 
them to such an extent that, as yet, it 
is impossible to identify their locations. 

At Zell Ham, the probable site of 
Capernaum, the whole region is grown 
up with thistles, which stand so “high 
that their blossoms were on a level 
with my head as I rode on horseback 
through the midst of them to bunt for 
a few fallen columns. Nota tree is to 
be found in the vicinity. The whole des- 
olate scene speaks of the curse fulfilled : 
“* And thou, Capernaum, which art ex- 
alted unto heaven, shalt be thrust down 
to hell.” 

As the evening drew on we went 
down to bathe in the lake, and while 


‘there saw a solitary Mohammedan 


kneeling upon a rock that stood 
out a little in the water by itself, with 
face turned toward Mecca in prayer, 
ignoring him whose name was once 80 
familiar along that shore. For him, as 
for most of the wretched inhabitants of 
the region, Christian truth has no 
charm. Religiously, socially, physic- 
ally, a curse seems to rest upon all. 
Two or three boats only sail on the lake 
where once hundreds floated. A few 
thousand people drag out a miserable 
existence where once thousands upon 
thousands prospered ; and yet over the 
whole region there remain a beauty 
and a charm, and hallowed recollections 
that please the eye, delight the fancy, 
and lead the heart to meditate upon 
Jesus Christ, whose wonderful works 
have immortalized the name = the blue 
sea of Galilee.

THE PESCADERO CHURCH 


Is served by the same minister who 
preaches in Fairview. His Sabbatb- 
day’s work is to preach in one place in 
the morning, at the other in the after- 
noon, and ride eighteen or twenty miles 
to meet his appointments. A better 
feeling prevails to-day in Pescadero in 
respect to church matters than for years, 
The reaction is decided, healthy and 
good. The progress, is slow, but the 
growth is real, and from the bottom up. 
Unlike most any other church enterprise 
we have known, the support of the gos- 
pel comes entirely from those who are 
not members, and most of it from non- 
professors. Some of these non-profes- 
sors have stood by as fast friends of the 
church in its darkest days, and are an 
example to those in many churches who, 
‘in good and reguiar standing,” act as 
if they had no sense or thought of re- 
sponsibility in regard to the matter. It 
gives occasion to those who are not in 
the church to say: “‘ Wedo just as well 
and just as much out of the church as 
we would in. We don’t see the need, 
so far as supporting the gospel is con- 
cerned, in joining, when professors them- 
selves leave us to doall the work.” Of 
course, to join the church simply to 
heip support the gospel is not to be 
thought of, or even spoken ; but the fact 
that many who are in the church are 
content to have “outsiders” bear their 
burdens is adding so much dead weight 
to the work of the gospel. 

These reflections are not made beeause 
of the unwillingness of the members of 
the Pescadero church—for at present 
there are not enough of them to say 
“‘we”’—but to urge upon those who are 
in church relations to be an example to 
all around them, so that the “world’s 
people” may have no cause to reproach 
Christians with the boast that “without 
their help the church could not live.” 
We love to think of those “ outside 
Christians” in Pescadero—as some of 
them really are—and hope they will 
soon’ be in their true places—workers 
within the pale. Then it will be said of 
this, as of the Fairview church : ““Witb- 


out the Christians in it, it could not 
live.”

ABOUT FROGS. 


Probably every boy and girl who 
reads this has at sometime or other seen 


a “pollywog” or tadpole, but perbaps. 


few of you ever thought that they had 
any connection with the little frogs 
which often make their appearance in 
large numbers in early Spring, or with 
the large bullfrog, whose loud croakings 
can often be heard for a mile. 


Most of you have, doubtless, seen a 
hen set and hatch her chickens, and 
when the little things come forth from 
their prison-shells they are uumistaka- 
bly chickens; you would not think of 
calling them mice or fish. But when a 
frog is hatched he bears no resemblance 
to the animal he afterwards becomes. 


. The eggs of the frog are different 
from those of a hen. They have no 
shell, and are inclosed in a gelatinous 
matter, and instead of being ina nest 
well-lined with hay or straw, and brood- 
ed over by the mother, they are placed in 
the water and no more attention paid 
to them. 

The time required in the hatching 
depends on the temperature—the more 
heat the more speedily they are libera- 
ted—but four weeks is about the average 
time. 

When first hatched he is like a bit 
of dark, brownish jelly, having a long 
head and stomach anda long, slender 
tail. After this he undergoes several 
changes, before he becomes the tadpole 
you so often find and play with. 


He remains in this state for sometime 
but gradually increases in size. Final- 
ly the hinder legs bud and develope ; 
then the fore legs are produced in the 
same manner; the tail gradually disap- 
pears, and then he is a well-proportioned 
frog, but very very small. It now 
goes forth on the land, where they are 
seen in great numbers, and are errone- 
ously supposed to have rained down. 

When in the tadpole state, it breath- 
ed by gills, like a fish ; now it has true 
lungs; then it swam, now it leaps; 
then it lived on roots and grass, now it 
lives on worms and insects. 


The frog is about five years in attain- 
ing its full size, and is supposed to live 
twelve or fifteen years. They spend 
the Winter in a torpid state, in holes in 
the earth or buried in mud, where they 
can neither eat nor breathe. 

The peeping frogs are the first to 
make their appearance in the Spring. 
Some suppose them to be the young of 
the bullfrog, but this is not so. They 
are a distinct variety. They live near 
clear pools and running springs, and 
their shrill notes may be heard almost 
as soon as the ice has gone from the 
rivers, 

They are very noisy, and each one 
seems trying to outdo the others. They 
are to be found sitting under the dried 
leaves and grass at the edge of the wa- 
ter, and are easily caught. 


Their concerts, if shrill, are gay and 
enlivening, but for pomposity and state- 
liness are not to be compared with those 
given by the bullfrog later in the sea- 
son. Just after sunset, on a pleasant 
evening in June, if you are near their 
haunts, you will, all of a sudden, hear 
aloud, double-bass note sound forth, 
which seems to be the signal that the 
concert is about to begin; and then 
another comes. up, gives a somewhat 
fainter blobb, dives duwn, and all is still, 
After several manceuvers, the leader 
again sounds the note, gives a solo, and 
makes room for others, who do the part 
singing; then comes on thefull chorus, 
while all the time, high above the oth- 
ers, sound the heavy bass notes of the 
older frogs. Sometimes only two or 
three ar¢ to be heard; then again one 
has the floor, or, I should say, the pond; 
then again the chorus,is almost deaf- 
ening. But Spring is here, and you 
can hear it for yourselves, and get a 
much better idear of it than I can give 
you. 


| 


There are many kinds of frogs, the 
bullfrogs and peepers being among the 
most common. 

Frogs’ legs are esteemed a great del- 
icacy, and are extensively eaten in 
France. They can often be found in 
the markets of this country also. The 
hind legs only are eaten. 

But I must tell you about Robbie and

‘at grandpa’s, and did not know so well 
how to behavevas he will when he gets 
older.

TEACHING BIRDS TO SING TUNES. 


This is done in the town of Fulda, 
Germany, where they keep educational 
institutions for bulfinches. They place 
the young birds into classes of six or 
ten each, and keep them in the dark, 
turning a little band-organ for them 
when they are fed. finally the birds 
begin to associate the music with the 
feeding, and when hungry they com- 


) mence to sing a few notes of the tune 


they hear daily. Those who do this 
are at Once put into a more cheerful 
room, when light is admitted. This en- 
courages them and makes them more 
lively. Then they like to sing and are 
tauyht more. 

The most difficult part is the starting 
the birds, some of which have to be 
kept along time in the dark, and on 
starving rations, befure their obstinacy 
is overcome. In order to teach several 
tunes, they receive (after being taught 
in classes) private instructions from the 
little boys in Fulda, each of whom has 
a few private pupils of this sort. Their 
education lasts nine months, when it is 
completed, and the birds sent into the 
world as accomplished performers. The 
principal markets are London, Paris, and 
New York. They are valued in EKa- 
rope at $20 for every tune they sing, so 
that one who can sing three tunes costs 


$60. In New York they bring more 
than that.—|Sailor’s Magazine.

If it be true that too many lay down 
their Christiat profession with fatal fa- 
cility, may it not be because they took 
it without any duly pungent sense of sin 
and ill-desert? They had no such con- 
viction as left a permanent impress on 


their minds of the essential evil and. 


hatefulness of sin. In natural reaction 
from that style of teaching that made 
such and such exercises and so much con- 
viction a sine gua non to admission to 
the Church, is there no danger of over- 
looking that reasoning of righteousness, 
temperance and judgment to come, in 
which Paul engaged. We cannot, in- 
deed, too eagerly or too frequently cry, 
“ Come to Jesus”’ But to make this 
call intelligent and emphatic, we must 
needs assign Scriptural reasons. We 
must not scruple to say, “Come! for 
you have sinned; you are guilty; if 
you don’t you will die, for the wages of 
sin is death.” This carries the step of 
“ professing religion” out of the region 
of mere sentiment ; it rests on convic- 
tion. Weutter an invitation to one who 
is indeed altogether lovely; but we give 
it, aid without disguise, to all who are 
altogether unlovely, and whom we are 
to help to this self-knowledge. 
“Treally felt,” said one of no com- 
mon acuteness, “ that when I joined the 
Church I had done a most gracious 
thing, and laid the Church under great 
obligations to me, so eagerly had I been 
entreated to take this step.” They who 
‘‘ join ” in this temper are likely enough 
to require “ humoring,” indulgence, and 
attentions innumerable. Have they not 
oblized the minister, the elders, and 
deacons by consenting to “join”? 
Obliged men by taking deliverance from 
guilt and hell at the hand of a comyas- 
sionate Redeemer, who bought the de- 
liverance with his life! Let us not be 
afraid to put the facts as they are ; let 
us be true to the truth of things. We 
are not ‘of the schools” this or that; 
we are teachers of Bible truth. Let us 
be pre-Raphaelite, showing men sin, 
guilt, danger, loss, and ruin as they are. 
We may draw fewer on this plan than 
others seem to do, bnt our net will not 
so often break. The quantity is less im- 
p rtant here than the quality. The 
stream of Christian progress may seem 
narrower on this plan, but it will be 
deeper. Church-members will know 
where they stand, will have positive 
convictions ; and instead of requiring 
perpetual incense from the Church as 
from a community they have patroniz- 
ed, they will rather feel like the returned 
prodigal—* I am no more worthy te be 
called thy son: make me as one of thy 
hired servants.” And when the ring, 
and robe, and shoes, and kiss, and feast 
are given them—such gifts as no slave 
could receive, and be a slave—they will 
know that they are not of debt, but of 


grace.—[Dr. Hall.
